Washington, Feb. 19;—Bids amount- 


Ing to $6,810,000 were received by the 
shipping board for seven former Ger- 
man passenger ships over 20 years old 
that the board has listed "as valueless," 
commissioner Raymond B. Stevens, for- 
mer vice chairman of the board, testi- 
fied • today befoi-e thesenate committee 
investigating the proposed sale of the 
once German liners. 
Mr. Stevens ex- 
plained that the board's policy was to 
charge" Off five per cent a year for de- 
preciation and that the board there- 
fore had held that ships 20 years old 
or more were wortniess. As a matter 
of fact, he said, the seven ships refer- 
red to were easily worth $10,000,0000. 
The bids received for them 
were 
Atnphion $512,000; Susquehanna' $600,- 
000; 
Kansemond 
$900,000; Aeblus $1,- 


048.000; Princess 
Matoika. 
$1,125,000; 
Antigone 
$1,200,000 and Pocahontas 


$1,423,000. 
The value of all the German ships of- 


fered for sale was two or three times 
the amounts of the bids received, Mn. 
Stevens 
said. 
The real value was 
between $68.000,000 and $79,000,000. Al- 
though he asked that the ships be ap- 
praised by experts outside the shipping 
board and that he be allowed to sit 
with them. Mr. Stevens said he was 
not notified when the experts met and 
knew nothing of the appraisal until it 
appeared in the committee's 
record. 
The appraisal was made by Frank S. 
Martin and J. Rowland Gardner of 
New York, both recognized marine ex- 
perts, he said, but it did not repre- 
sent the "real value" of the vessels. 
Chairman

annaounced that he would 


recommend that an appeal from the 
temporary injunction order be filed im- 
mediately. Meantime he said is was ex- 
pected that Mr. Hearst would vbe re- 
quired to furnish bond to protect the

Washington, Feb. 19.—A temporary 
injunction to prevent the sale--«£ the 30 
former German passenger liners re- 
cently offered by the board was granted 
' today by Associate Justice Bailey, of 
the district supreme court. 
Justice Bailey said that after a care 


ful examination of the statutes he was 
of the opinion that they did not show 
an intention on the part of the congress 
to place in the president or in the ship- 
ping board the power to sell the ships. 


Application for the injunction was 
made last Saturday by William Ran- 
dolph Hearst and hearings on it were 
held last Monday while the ships were 
being offered at public auction. 
The 


board announced yesterday that it had 
decided to reject all of the bids received. 
At the same time it asked congress for 
authority to again offer the ships at 
public-auction. ••

SEN, POMERENE 


IS OUT OF RACE 


Ohioan Withdraws Because 


of Press of Duties In 
Congress—Relieves His 
Friends of Pledges to 
Support. 


Washington, Feb. 19.—Senator Atlee 


Pomerene of Ohio last night withdrew 
from the Democratic presidential con- 
test, announcing his decision in a for- 
mal statement issued to Ohio Demo- 
crats. 


Principal reasons assigned as having 


influenced this decision were: 
: 


Disinclination to neglect his official 
duties as a member of the United States 
senate in order to enter a political catn.- 
patgnTTlte-arppaffent futility of prosecut- 
ing such a candidacy outside of Ohio 
with the handicap of a divided delega- 
tion 'from bis' home state, and' his de- 
sire to maintain party'harmony. 


Although his announcement caused 
little surprise, in the light of apparent- 
ly reliable reports during the last 'few 
days, it was the first declaration on the 
subject made by Senator 
Pomerene 


personally, and is accepted as final. ' j 
Its immediate effect was to1 provide 
impetus to the presidential candidacy 
of Governor James M. Cox of Ohio, 
who now is assured of a united Demo- 
cratic delegation from his state when 
his name is presented at the San Fran- 
cisco convention June 28. 
Notwithstanding the recent uncertain- 
ty of the Ohio situation, 
Governor 
Cox's candidacy already has gained a 
strong foothold outside of Ohio,' accord- 
ing to newspaper comment andr state- 
ments of Democratic leaders of national 
prominence. 


Ohio Democrats at the capital, even 
those known to have favored Senator 
Pomerene, breathed sighs of relief 
when they realized that a bitter party 
fight in Ohio had been avoided. 
Senator Pomerene's followers, who 


urged his entrance into the presidential 
race to the last, are free to rally tinder 
the Cox standard, with the almost cer- 
tain assurance that their leader will be 
found among Ohio's "Big Four" pledged 
to the Cox candidacy.

Not Many of Uncle Sam's Fighters 


. Have Succumbed to the Lure 
-» 


of the City. 


Of America's mighty war forces of 


more than 4.500.000 men. 1.200.000, It 
Is'estimated, came from farms. Rec- 
ords in the bureau of war-risk insur- 
ance in Washington Indicate that these 
farm-bred or farm-raised boys carried 
government life insurance amounting 
to' over $10,000,000,000. 


During the earlier demobilization it 


was so difficult to keep track of the 
discharged service men that it seemed 
as though a very large proportion of 
them did not return to their former 
addresses or homes. So many of the 
service men who had come from the 
farms seemed to be listening to the 
call of the city that it was feared more 
than one-half of them were not going 
back to the farms. Later the tide of 
mteration set in toward the country, 
any now it is believed that the toss in 
man power to the farms, as the result 
of former service men settling else- 
where, may not be more than 500,000. 


Dead Towns Awaken. 


Dead towns of the West are coming 


to life as a result of the silver boom. 
There were towns to Colorado and Ne- 
vada and Arizona, which, under the in- 
fluence of silver in those days after 
the Civil war. burst into wild, rich Iffe 
that has no parallel in history.

In Russia the walls of 
the buildings are very thick, and 
double windows are fitted to the 
houses, set cbout 13 inches apart The 
window sill between the outer and in- 
ner windows is decorated with bright 
green moss, and hidden there is a dish 
filled with calcium chloride, which ab- 
sorbs all the moisture and thus effec- 
tmlly prevents the formation of Ice 
during the long, cold winter.

good work in a business office "There 
are very few high school pupils" he 
said, "who can Mjrite, cipher or spell. 
Our school has a commercial course, 
but it gives only a. smattering of the 
information 
required. 
The 
pupils 


don't get drill enough to be accurate. 


This complaint is common and has 


even been heard in Newark. A great 
many people would solve the problem 
by having the schools return to the 
three R's. But probably the same man 
who kicked because the young people 
could not cipher, would also kick if 
they could not tell something about 
Thomas Jefferson or Daniel "Websten 
Young people without general intelli- 
gence are undersirable. 


The essential trouble seems to be 


that too little effort is made to fit 
young people for the special kind of 
thing they are going to do. If a boy 
i? going Into a professional career, or 
if he is to run a lathe in a factory, no 
great harm is done if he makes an 
error in some long and tedious ex- 
ample In partial payments. 


On the contrary, if he is going to be 


a bank clerk or work on his father's 
farm, he will soon forget alt his high 
school latin. Also he will not need 
to know why x raised to the nth power 
equals Y plus Z square. Young people 
•who plan to enter 
business offices 


need a very long drill on arithmetic 
and bookkeeping, others do not need 
so much emphasis on these subjects. 


In a school that limited*itself to long 


mechanical drill on business subjects, 
many gifted young people would fail 
to discover their real capacities. After

The ideal school system will have 


distinct courses for distinct types of 
pupils.

THEN AND NOW.

Latest news touching the future Wil- 
liam Hohenzollern represents the en- 
tente allies as willing to abandon their 
claim to the body of the ex-Kaiser in 
consideration of his internment by Hol- 
land in the East Indies and Holland 
as receding from her refusal to recog- 
nize the allies' right to enforce the de- 
mand to the extent of willingness to- 
make a prisoner of the German in the 
house he recently purchased at Dooriv 
May not the simple-minded be pardon- 
ed for concluding that all the parties 
to the discussions are groping for a way- 
out of a situation in which none of 
them are precisely sure of the ground 
on which they stand? 
Surely, if the allies may require Hol- 
land to send the ex-Kaiser away and 
keep him a prisoner, 
they may with 
equal propriety insist that he be hand- 
ed over to them for such punishment 
as they may subject him to. If the 
Netherlands government may justly re- 
fuse the allies demand for the Hohen- 
zollern on the ground that he is a po- 
litical refugee entitled to protection of 
her laws, by what process of reasoning 
can she justify locking him up and 
treating him as a malefactor? Were he 
surrendered to the allies he would be 
assurred of a trial under the forms of 
law, which would enable him, as is ex- 
pressly provided for in the peace treaty, 
to make a legal defense. 
If Holland 
condemns 
him to imprisonment at 
Doom, as it. is now reported she pro- 
poses to do, he would be d* :ved of the 
right to which he is entitled under the 
laws of all enlightened 
peoples; he 
would be condemned without a hearing 
and without the opportunity of making 
a defense. 
Where would that leave 
Holland? In the end her stulification 
would be greater than that of the en- 
tente allies, who had receded from the 
position which 
they 
had originally! 
taken with much ostentation. 
Public opinion does not change in the 
meantime. The wrath of people against 
the man whom they hold responsible 
for the great war burns with no less 
intensity today than it did a year ago. 
Of the ex-Kaiser's guilt they are con- 
vinced and they demand that he be 
Dunished appropriately. It would seem 
to be the part of wisdom for the allies 
and Holland to come to an agreement 
on what is to be done with the Hohen- 
zollern and do it in such a manner that 
there can be no doubt in any mind that
